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Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was discussed: Claim 
interpretations (claims 1 and 15) and support for claim amendment (claims 1, 15 and 16) were discussed. Specifically, 
for claim 1 , it was agreed that "reducing a difference of at least one of the pair of images" shouldl be interpreted to 
mean reducing the difference between a pair of images by modifying either one or both of the two images. Regarding 
claim 15, it was agreed that "image structures" in line two does not refer to image geometry and "difference between 
image structures" should be interpreted to mean a non-geometric difference that is resulted from the parallax. .
